solvents (ethanol and water) and fragrance materials partially complexed with water- 
soluble cyclodextrin. 

The desired effect from the applicant seems to be liquid detergent compositions 
having "cleaning benefits" without "the malodours associated with them" (page 2 lines 
15 to 17). 

v.ii The document D1 discloses a liquid toilet soap containing ethanol, fragrance, 
complexing agent and water among others. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore not novel according to the document D1 
in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT.
